as It was clearly the skull of u man of low typo and not of a gorilla. It 
had the prognathous or square Jaw of the gorilla, but 11 had skill develop- 


ment to show that It wli» higher than the ape, and I believe It was that of 
a man who lived fully live hundred thousand years ago.
